; Submitted, herewith, 1s the Annual Report of the Board of Educa- 
tion for the school year, 1946-1947. 


POST-WAR EDUCATION 


; Two years have now elapsed since World War IT was terminated. 
Those responsible for the education of youth now face the greatest 
challenge in the history of the public schools. 


Shortly before the war ended F. L. Schlagle, then President of 
the National Education Association, in an article entitled “Our Children 
Must Be Educated” made the following statement: “It is quite clear that 
American young people were not educated adequately for war and are 
not being educated adequately for peace.” Events past and present 
unquestionably show that this is quite true. Unfortunately, it is only 
in recent years that there has been any real understanding of the great 
power in education for good or evil. 


Today we are face to face with momentous problems, the solution 
of which will have far reaching consequences. In times gone by the few 
solved the problems for the many. In the new era we are now entering, 
it is of paramount importance that we have a full realization of the 
part each individual must play if our present civilization is to be saved 
from disaster. 


THE SPECIFIC AIMS OF EDUCATION 


Many aims and objectives have been outlined for education, some 
of which are quite specific while others are more or less intangible. Un- 
doubtedly, one of the chief functions of the school is to develop intellect 
and character, so that youth may finally take their place in adult life 
well prepared for living and for work, and capable of understanding 
and controlling the forces that make up a very complex contemporary 
civilization. We have met with some success in these important object- 
ives, but much remains to be accomplished. 


WE MUST FACE THE ISSUE 


The time has now arrived when the issues relative to some major 
changes in the education of youth on the high school level must be met. 
One of the chief causes of delay has been the reluctance on the part of 
some educators to throw out a curricula set-up that functioned in the 
past, but which has become totally inadequate for the present and future. 


It may be permissible to point out here that thirty years ago and 
throughout the intervening years, the writer has constantly advocated 
the need for drastic changes in high school ofterings. 
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In Plainfield High School several revisions have been made during 
the past three decades that have proven to be very helpful. Changes of 
a more drastic nature must now be made if all of the youth enrolled in 
our high schools throughout the country are to recetve an adequate 
education suited to their needs, talents, interest and abilities. 


In our local school, committees have been appointed to study this 
important problem which we hope will result in ways and means being 
found whereby much needed and desirable changes will be made possible. 


PROGRESS MUST BE MORE RAPID 


While much thought has been given to the revision of high school 
curricula, the progress made has been painfully slow. This is due to a 
number of factors, among them being the timidity of some educators to 
make changes and blaze a new trail, the lack of readiness on the part of 
some teachers to give up traditional methods and practices, and the diver- 
sified philosophy of those responsible for secondary education. 


Out of the numerous philosophies, two stand out quite distinctly— 
one field of thought centering around the academic tradition sponsored by 
educators who believe that secondary education always has been and 
must continue to be quite largely a preparation for college, and the other 
held by those who consider this phase of education as a preparation for 
work for the large majority of young people who are not headed for 
higher institutions of learning. 


The clamor on the part of certain sections of the public for a more 
practical type of education is making the latter philosophy increasingly 
popular, and, herein, lies a very real danger. 


One well-known educator recently stated “that the high school 
graduates of ten years from now may know a good deal more about fit- 
ting pipes than they do about Latin and Algebra.”’ Such a statement may 
carry with it the implication that it is more important to learn how to 
fit pipes than it is to learn Latin and Algebra. This is in part true 
depending upon the individual needs and ability of the high school 
student. The issue, however, is much too foggy and badly in need of 
clarification. Unquestionably, thousands of pupils enrolled in high 
schools are wasting their time in an endeavor to meet traditional academic 
requirements totally beyond their ability and power. 


For a certain type of pupil the answer to the problem may be the 
dropping of Latin and Algebra and being assigned to a shop where he 
will become a good pipe fitter. But, and here is where we must hesitate 
and do some real thinking—in this complex world he must be more than 
a pipe fitter. He must be a good citizen, and it is of paramount importance 
that he be given an education that teaches him “HOW TO LIVE” as 
well as “how to work.” To neglect this phase of his education is to 
invite disaster. 
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It is the writer’s belief that drastic revisions can and must be made 
in the field of academic education in order that all pupils enrolled in our 
secondary schools may profit thereby. This does not imply that standards 
should be lowered for those in the upper end of the educational scale. 
For such students it might be advantageous to raise them. 


THE OLD VS. THE NEW OUTLOOK 


Dr. Kilpatrick, Professor Emeritus, Teachers College, recently made 
the following statement: ‘‘Children learn what they live, and they learn 
this as they in their hearts accept it to act on. They learn their responses 
and all of them as they accept them.” 


This philosophy indicates the crucial difference between the old 
and the new plan in educating children, especially for those in the 
elementary schools. It shifts the emphasis in teaching procedure from 
its former basis of unrelated subject matter and memorizing to a new 
creative and active type of learning. To a considerable degree the child 
lives what he learns, he sees the need and value in learning because of 
the applications he can make. 


To put this newer plan across requires a dynamic skillful type of 
teaching. It is hardly to be expected that all teachers can live up to this 
challenge, but it is worthy of note that an increasing number are doing so. 


THE NATION'S, THE STATE’S AND THE 
COMMUNITY’S RESPONSIBILITY 


It is not within the province of this report to discuss the responsi- 
bility of either the Nation’s or the State’s obligations in providing youth 
with adequate educational facilities other than to say that all agencies 
must cooperate. 


We are, however, very definitely concerned with our local educa- 
tional offerings as a community project of very great importance. The 
citizens of Plainfield have always met their obligations to the youth of the 
community and while the costs of so doing increase each year, the returns 
on the investment amply justify the expenditures. 


Education is an investment in the economic security for individuals 
and the Nation. The buying power of the people of a State is directly 
related to what the State and local communities spend for education. 
Moreover, we must not forget that the technical and scientific knowledge 
of the citizens of a country determine its economic position among other 
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nations in the world. In the years that lie ahead, such knowledge may 
be the deternuning factor in a Nation’s survival; therefore, the term 
“education for survival” takes on a new and greater significance. 


PROGRESS MADE IN SURVEY 
Section I of the Elementary Schools Survey and Section II dealing 
with the High School are now complete with recommendations. 


Section III, the Building Program, will be ready in a short time. 
After the Board of Education gives consideration to this Section and a 
decision 1s arrived at concerning the most desirable change from our 
present 8-4 plan, the final section dealing with the Administration and 
Supervisory Program will be taken up. 


When completed the evaluation will give a clear picture of the 
development of our school system over a period of twenty years, includ- 
ing a careful analysis of the costs, aims and objectives of the various 
phases of education, figures relative to the present and possible future 
enrollments, together with immediate and future building needs. 


TEACHERS’ SALARIES 

Teachers’ salaries, which comprise approximately 85% of school 
budgets, are becoming a matter of growing concern. It is impossible to 
maintain the efficiency of a good school program without a properly 
trained staff of teachers. As teachers retire or leave the system, the 
problem of filling their places is becoming increasingly difficult. Cities 
with low salary guides are forced to employ teachers in the lower end 
of the educational scale or else engage those with many years of teaching 
experience from some of the smaller rural districts or from other States. 
In either case, this 1s neither good policy nor economically sound practice. 


The Board of Education showed considerable wisdom and foresight 
this year in adopting a single salary guide comparable to other school 
systems in this area. Even with the new salary scale it has been exceed- 
ingly difficult to find teachers who measure up to the Plainfield standard. 
Adherence to this standard is of vital importance in maintaining the 
efficiency of our school system. 


PLACEMENT SERVICE 

The primary purpose of this service is to help boys and girls who 
graduate or leave school before graduation follow the path in the occu- 
pational world which will lead each to the job for which he is best fitted 
and in which he will be happily and satisfactorily employed. 


Assistance is also given to pupils who desire to obtain part-time, 
temporary or vacation employment. Mr. Siergej, the Placement Director, 
makes many visits to business establishments and plants. Throughout 
the year he has conferences with personnel directors, employment man- 
agers, foremen, supervisors and workers. This first-hand contact with 
business and industry helps to keep the director abreast of the many 
occupationai changes that take place. 
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The Placement Service assisted 957 students in finding jobs during 
the period from July 1, 1946 to June, 1947, including 72 veterans. Of 
the 957 placements, 150 were permanent and 807 part-time or temporary. 


This service began in the year 1939 and has proven to be a very 
valuable asset in keeping young people posted on requirements for suc- 
cess in business and industry, and starting them on a career ; moreover, 
it helps to bring school officials and employment agencies closer together 
to the advantage of all concerned. 


PROGRESS MADE DURING THE YEAR 


During the past year considerable progress has been made in the 
various educational activities. Reports from colleges about our graduates 
indicate an adequate college preparatory program. The demand for 
graduates of the Commercial and Technical Curricula give evidence of 
good pre-vocational preparation for entrance into the industrial world. 


Many veterans have been given an opportunity to complete their 
high school work and the Board’s policy in paying the registration fees 
of those entering the Union Junior College has been used to good ad- 
vantage and is fully appreciated by our local veterans. 


Another service to the veterans has been the apprenticeship training 
program inaugurated during the year in connection with the Evening 
School. 


Many courses of study in the elementary schools and high school 
have been revised or are in the process of revision. In the so-called special 
fields of education, signal honors have been won by students in the fields 
of Art, Vocal and Instrumental Music. 


The recognition won by the pupils in our schools is also a tribute to 
the supervisory and teaching staffs, who by their interest in the education 
of youth are making a very real contribution to the welfare of those 
enrolled in our schools. 


The successes mentioned and the efficiency of our schools are due 
in no small measure to the far-sighted policies adopted by the Board of 
Education in its effort to provide a worthwhile and increasingly pro- 
gressive educational program for the youth of Plainfield. 


The support and cooperation accorded me throughout the year by 
the members of the Board of Education is very much appreciated.

1. State Funds. These amounts are derived largely from the State School Tax of 
two and nine tenths mills levied on assessed valuations of real and personal 
property. The amount returned by the State is approximately 90 per cent of 
the amount levied. Smaller amounts are derived from State School Fund, State 
Vocational Funds and State Aid towards manual training, State Wards, and 


for partially blind and crippled children. 


2. Local Taxes. Plainfield taxes levied on real and personal property for local 


school purposes, exclusive of bond requirements. 


3. Miscellaneous. This item includes all receipts from rent, tuition, sales, etc. 
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4. Surplus appropriated. This represents the amount appropriated from funds 
remaining from prior year operations. 


5. Administration. Salaries and expenses of administration and business offices. 


. Instruction. Salaries of teachers (exclusive of manual training), textbooks, 
supplies and other expense. ) 


7. Operation. Janitors’ salaries and supplies, fuel, light, power, water and telephone. 


8. Co-ordinate activities. Salaries and expenses of attendance office, medical, den- 
tal, nurses and health activities. : 


9. Fixed Charges. These costs are mostly for insurance and also for tuition for 
children with deficient sight, hearing or other physical incapacities. 


10. Auxiliary Agencies. Library, athletics, community centers, nutrition, lectures, 
transportation of physically handicapped children, vocational classes and evening 
school for Foreign Born. 


11. Maintenance. Upkeep of grounds and buildings, and repair and replacement of 
equipment. 


12. Capital Outlay. Structural alterations and additions to equipment. 
13. Manual Training. Salaries of instructors, supplies and equipment.

The serial bond interest and redemption are included in the City’s Budget, 
therefore they are not included in the expenditures of the Board of Education. 


The Plainfield Board of Education closed the 1946-47 school year on June 30th 
with a surplus (free balance) of $43,727.03 as compared to the balance of $72,584.22 
at the end of the previous school year, a decrease of $28,857.19. In addition, the 
Board had an amount of $4,174.69 representing non-budgeted funds dedicated for 
specific purposes, such as capital account expenditures and the Veterans’ Voca- 
tional School. 


Receipts Exceed Budget 


In the 1946-47 budget, the Board anticipated receipts totaling $1,128,321.00 and 
actually received $1,136,716.65, an excess of $8,395.65. 


Expenses over Budget 


The appropriations for expenditures in the 1946-47 Budget totaled Stel Z8 3200 
whereas the actual expenditures amounted to $1,165,573.84, an excess of $37,252.84. 
This excess was caused by the payment of a “Cost of Living Bonus” by the Board 
to all of its employees for the period from January 1, 1947 to June 30, 1947 totaling 
$59,371.84. There were no monies appropriated in the 1946-47 Budget for this 
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purpose, resulting in the total expenditures exceeding the Budget appropriations, 
and in effect accounting for the reduction of the surplus. The total expenditures 
would have amounted to $22,119.00 less than the Budget appropriations, if such 
bonus had not been paid. This reflects a continuation of careful management by the 
Board in keeping within its estimated Budget, which Budget must be prepared 
eighteen months in advance of the expiration of the fiscal school year. 


Non-Budgeted Funds 


The school Board obtained Federal Aid in the amount of $13.850.00 during the 
year as the Government’s share of Post-War Planning Projects. The sum of 
$11,500.00 was expended from the amount received, and the balance of $2,350.00 is 
part of the Non-Budgeted Funds referred to earlier. 


The Board also obtained funds in the amount of $2,100.00 during the year for 
the operation of the Veterans’ Vocational School. The sum of $1,686.82 was 
expended for this purpose, leaving a balance of $413.18 which is also part of the 
Non-Budgeted Funds referred to earlier. 


Debt Service Requirements 


School bonds were retired in the amount of $107.C00.00, interest was paid on 
outstanding bonds in the amount of $39,790.75, and contributions made to the 
sinking fund amounted to $1,800.00. The outstanding bonds on June 30, 1946 
totaled $998,000.00 and on June 30, 1947, $891,000.00. The bond interest and 
redemption are included in the City’s Budget, and therefore are not included in the 
expenditures of the Board of Education. 


84% of Total for Salaries 


The total expenditures of $1,165,573.84 for the year included the sum of 
$975,116.55 for salaries, equal to 84%, which left only 16% to maintain and operate 
the entire school plant. 


Cost Per Pupil 


The cost of education per pupil based on average daily attendance for the 
entire school system amounted to $217.03 for the 1946-47 year, compared tc 
$205.09 for the previous year. A further breakdown shows the cost per high school 
pupil based on average daily attendance as $278.96 for 1946-47, compared to 
$269.87 for 1945-46, and the cost per elementary pupil based on average daily 
attendance as $189.76 for 1946-47 and $176.42 for 1945-46. 


Conclusion 


In summing up the operations for the 1946-47 school year, the Board, despite 
the fact that they were confronted with the necessity of paying out the “Cost of 
Living Bonus” to school employees in the total amount of $59,371.84, was still able 
to close the year with a Free Surplus of $43,727.03, and from this sum has appro- 
priated $20,000.00 to reduce the amount of funds required from the City in connec- 
tion with the operation of the schools for the ensuing school year of 1947-48.
